Tlie  ancestors  of  General  Emmons  Clakk,  who  emigrated 
to  New  England,  1630-40,  viz. :  William  Clarke,  John 
Baldwin,  John  Tillotson,  and  Wolston  Bi*oekway,  were  Eng- 
lish Puritans,  who  sought  homes  in  the  New  World  to  escape 
the  tyranny  of  the  reign  of  Charles  I,  and  to  secure  and 
enjoy  personal,  political,  and  religious  liberty.  They  were 
all  highly  respectable  men,  and  became  thrifty,  public-spirited 
and  prominent  citizens  of  the  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut 
colonies.  General  Emmons  Clark  is  of  the  seventh  genera- 
tion in  America  in  each  line,  and  his  ancestors  and  their 
immediate  families  appear  in  the  following  pages.  ^

I.  Cicntcnam  COilliam  Clarke. 

Born  in  Dorsetshire,  England,  in  1(309.  It  is  the  family 
tradition  that  he  emigrated  to  New  England  in  the  ship 
"  Mary  and  John,"  leaving  Plymouth,  England,  March  30, 
1630.  The  name  of  William  Clarke  also  appears  in  the  list 
of  passengers  who  took  "  Oathes  of  Supremacy  and  Allegiance 
to  pass  for  New  England  in  the  '  Mary  and  John  '  of  London, 
Robert  Say  res,  Master,  24th  Mar.  1633."  He  settled  at  Dor- 
chester, Mass.,  previous  to  1635.  There  were  three  other 
Olarkes  among  the  first  settlers  at  Dorchester,  whose  memory 
is  preserved  by  the  following  couplet  upon  their  grave-stone : 

Here  lie  three  Clarkes,  their  accounts  are  even, 
Entered  on  earth,  carried  up  to  Heaven. 

William  Clarke  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Dorchester, 
and  was  a  selectman  1646— '50.  In  1653  he  was  one  of  the 
petitioners  to  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  for  per- 
mission to  settle  in  the  "  New  Country,"  now  Northampton, 
Mass.,  and  he  removed  to  that  place  in  1050.  A  history  of 
Northampton  says:  "  Lieutenant  William  Clarke  moved  his 
family  to  Northampton  in  1650.  His  wife  rode  on  horseback 
with  two  baskets,  called  '  panniers,'  slung  across  the  horse, 
carrying  one  boy  in  each  basket  and  one  on  her  lap,  her  hus- 
band, fifty  years  old,  proceeding  on  foot."  From  the  town 
records  of  Northampton  it  appears  that  twelve  acres  were 
allotted  to  William  Clarke  on  the  west  side  of  what  is  now 
Elm  Street,  bordering  on  Mill  River.  He  erected  a  log  house 
thereon,  which  he  occupied  from  1050  to  1681,  when  it  was 
burned.  An  historian  says  of  this  occurrence  :  "  Here  behold 
a  sad  picture  of  the  times!     Jack,  a  negro  servant  of  Samuel 
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Wolcott,  of  Wethersfield,  set  fire  to  the  house  of  Lieutenant 
William  Clarke  by  taking  a  brand  of  (ire  from  the  hearth 
and  swinging  it  up  and  down,  for  to  find  victuals,  and  was 
sentenced  to  be  taken  from  the  bar  to  the  place  whence  he 
came,  and  then  to  be  hanged  by  the  neck  till  he  be  dead,  and 
then  to  be  taken  down  and  burnt  to  ashes  in  the'fire.  He 
confessed  that  lie  did  it  and  did  it  in  carelessness,  and  the  law 
had  its  course."  The  new  house,  erected  in  1681,  remained 
standing  in  Northampton  until  1826. 

Lieutenant  William  Clarke  organized  in  1661  at  North- 
ampton a  train  band  of  sixty  men  for  defense  against  the  In- 
dians, and  he  commanded  the  company  in  the  King  Philip 
and  other  Indian  wars,  lie  was  one  of  the  seven  incorpora- 
tors of  the  fir^t  church  at  Northampton  ;  for  twenty  years  he 
was  a  selectman  of  the  town  ;  he  was  also  a  judge  of  the 
county  court. 

Sarah,  the  first  wife  of  Lieutenant  William  Clarke,  died 
September  0,  1675.  lie  married  (second)  Sarah  Cooper,  No- 
vember 15,  1676,  who  died  May  G,  1088.  Lieutenant  William 
Clarke  died  at  Northampton,  July  L9,  1690.  The  following 
represents  the  old  stone  which  marks  his  grave  in  the  cemetery 
at  Northampton  :

Born  at  Dorchester,  Mass.,  July  3d,  1656,  where  his 
birth  is  recorded  as  follows:  "W™  Clarke  ye  sonne  of  Wm 
Clarke  borne  3:5:  56."  When  three  years  old  his  father 
removed  to  Northampton,  and  he  was  carried  from  Dorchester 
to  that  place  in  a  "  pannier"  on  horseback.  lie  was  an  early 
settler,  large  land-owner,  and  prominent  citizen  of  Lebanon, 
Conn,  lie  was  one  of  the  purchasers  of  the  tract  of  land  in 
the  north  part  of  Lebanon,  known  a*  kv  The  Clarke  and 
Dewey  Purchase,"  from  Owaneclio,  sachem  of  the  Mohegan 
Indians,  who  claimed  rights  under  Uncas,  and  he  was  one  of 
"the  fifty-one  original  land  proprietors"  of  that  town.  Cap- 
tain William  Clarke  was  the  first  representative  of  Lebanon 
(1705)  in  the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut,  and  repre- 
sented the  town  in  that  capacity  for  thirteen  years.  He  was 
also  a  selectman  of  Lebanon  sixteen  years,  and  the  town 
clerk  for  twenty-live  years,  1700-1725.  lie  was  a  captain  of 
militia,  and  served  in  the  wars  with  the  Indians.  Captain 
William  Clarke  married  (first)  Hannah  Strong,  at  Northamp- 
ton, July  15,  1680,  who  died  January  31,  1693.  He  married 
(second)  Mary  Smith  in  1694,  who  died  April  23,  1748;  Cap- 
tain William  Clarke  died  at  Lebanon,  May  9,  1725.

Preached 
successively  at  Romulus,  Ovid,  Woleott,  Huron,  Hannibal, 
Dauby,  and  Era,  N.  V.  Died  at  Parma,  N.  Y.,  May  6, 
L852.  Distinguished  for  his  fine  physique  and  commanding 
presence,  strong  and  logical  mind,  ready  wit,  and  remarkable 
memory.

Adelia  Augusta  (Hallett),  wife  of  Emmons  Clark,  was  born 
in  Xew  York,  July  23,  1830,  and  died  in  Xew  York,  May  31, 
1891.  She  was  of  the  highest  type  of  American  womanhood  ; 
amiable  and  affectionate;  modest  and  discreet;  charitable, 
unselfish,  and  self-sacrificing;  active,  energetic,  and  untiring; 
in  person,  attractive  and  charming ;  in  manuer,  pleasing  and 
captivating  ;  in  disposition,  always  cheerful  and  often  gay  ;  in 
character,  Btrong  and  self-reliant;  in  mind,  gifted  and  cult- 
ured  ;  in  tastes,  refined  and  artistic;  a  loving  wife,  a  devoted 
mother,  a  faithful  friend,  and  a  true  Christian  ;  the  gentlest 
yet  the  most  heroic  of  her  sex.  She  was  the  daughter  of  John 
IT.  Hallett,  who  was  born  in  Xew  York,  1809,  married  Adelia 
Cathell,  1832,  died  at  Edgewater,  Xew  Jersey,  1878,  and  of 
Adelia  (Cathell)  Hallett,  who  was  born  in  Xew  Y«jc,  1813, 
and  died  in  New  York,  1890.

Note. — The  name  Clark  (Anglo-Saxon,  clerc,  cleric,  cleroc ; 
French,  clerc  ;  Latin,  clericus),  sometimes  written  Clarke,  Clerk, 
Gierke,  or  Clearke,  is  of  great  antiquity  in  England,  and  originally 
distinguished  persons  who  could  read  and  write.  Subsequently  it 
was  the  surname  of  learned  persons  generally,  and  especially  of 
clerical  officers  of  ecclesiastical  courts  and  parish  churches.  Medi- 
aeval hearers  of  the  name  were  proud  of  it,  and  hence  its  frequency. 
In  "Doomsday  Book"  Clark  was  Clericus,  "a  clerk  or  clergy- 
man," "  one  of  the  clerical  order." 

The  great  migration  of  English  Puritans  to  New  England  (1620 
to  1640)  included  a  considerahle  number  of  persons  named  Clarke 
or  Clark,  who  were  the  founders  of  large  and  distinguished  families 
in  the -'several  colonies.  Prominent  among  them  was  Lieutenant 
William  Clarke  of  Dorchester,  subsequently  of  Northampton,  Mass. 
The  numerous  hearers  of  the  name,  of  English  origin,  were  largely 
re-enforced  by  the  great  Irish  emigration  to  America,  the  name 
Clarke  or  Clark,  originally  O'Clery  or  O'Cleireach  (literally  "  the 
son  of  the  clerk  "j  being  a  distinguished  as  well  as  a  common  name 
in  the  Emerald  Isle.

Note. — John  Tillotson,  emigrant  to  America  in  1635,  descend- 
ed from  an  ancient  family  named  Tilston,  in  Cheshire,  England,  the 
ancestor  of  which  was  Nicholas  de  Tilston,  lord  of  the  Manor  of 
Tilston.  The  Tilston  family  was  well  known  during  the  reigns  of 
Edward  III  and  Henry  V.  About  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  cent- 
ury the  name  was  changed  to  Tillotson  by  Thomas  Tilston  of  Wook- 
liff,  in  the  parish  of  Carlton,  Craven,  County  of  York,  who  was  the 
great-grandfather  of  John  Tillotson,  emigrant  to  America,  and  of 
John  Tillotson,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  in  1691,  The  immediate 
ancestors  of  John  Tillotson,  emigrant,  resided  in  Yorkshire,  and  are 
said  by  an  ancient  historian  to  have  been  "  more  distinguished  by 
their  integrity  and  piety  than  their  rank  and  fortune."

Note. — The  name  Baldwin  or  Baldwyn,  an  abbreviation  of 
" Bold- winner,"  and  signifying  "a   bold,  cowfajjeows  Frkmd,"  is  one 

of  the  most  ancient  and  prominent  in  linglisli  history.,  and  is  noticed 
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as  early  as  a.  d.  (57l'.  Matilda,  daughter  of  Baldwin,  Duke  of 
Flanders,  married  William  of  Normandy,  the  Conqueror,  and  accom- 
panied him  to  England  a.  d.  106.6.  Baldwin,  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury, accompanied  Richard  Coeur  de  Lion  in  his  crusade,  a.  n. 
1190,  for  the  rescue  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre,  and  Baldwin  was  the 
name  of  nine  Counts  of  Flanders  between  a.  d,  850  and  a.  d.  1200, 
of  five  King's  of  Jerusalem  in  the  twelfth  century,  and  of  two  Em- 
perors of  Constantinople  in  the  thirteenth  century.  The  name  of 
Baldwin  also  appears  frequently  and  with  distinction  in  the  English 
history  of  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries. 

John  Baldwin,  emigrant  to  New  England  in  10:58,  was  a  native  of 
Bucks  County,  or  Buckinghamshire,  England,  where  the  name  was 
known  before  the  Conquest.  His  father,  John  Baldwin,  died  at 
CliL'shain  in  1634.  His  grandfather,  Henry  Baldwin,  horn  about 
1527,  owner  in  fee  of  Dundridge,  or  "Donrigge,"  parish  of  Aston- 
Clinton,  Buckinghamshire,  died  in  L602.  His  great-grandfather, 
Richard  Baldwin  (Baldwyn),  yeoman,  also  resided  at  Donrigge, 
parish  of  Aston-Clinton,  and  died  in  1552.

Note. — The  name  Brockway  is  of  comparatively  recent  origin, 
and  does  not  appear  in  "  The  General  Armory  "  of  Sir  Bernard  Burke, 
and    it    is   found   in    few   standard    books  of    English    surnames.      It 
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was  probably  derived  from  the  old  English  name  Brock.  The 
Registrar  Generals  of  Great  Britain  (IH'Jl)  state  that  the  name 
Brockway  is  unknown  in  Scotland  and  Ireland,  and  is  an  uncommon 
surname  in  England  and  Wales.  Some  genealogists  claim  that  nearly 
all  the  Brockways  in  America  are  descended  from  Wolston  Brockway, 
who  settled  in  Lyme,  Conn.,  about  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth 
century.

■1.  The  arms  of  General  Emmons  ('lark  (see  title  page)  are  a 
union  of  Tillotson  and  Clark  arms  and  crests,  and  are  described  as 
follows  : 

Coat  of  Arms,  Tillotson,  "Azure,  a  bend  cotised  between  two 
garbs  argent." 

Crests,  (first)  Clark,  "  Roman  sword  and  stylus  in  saltier 
proper";  (second)  Tillotson,  "Out  of  a  mural  crown  a  greyhound's 
head  all  proper." 

Motto,  Clark,  "  Fartiter  Ubique." 

The  significance  of  the  above  heraldic  terms  is  as  follows  : 
Azure,  blue,  the  fine  blue  color  of  the  sky,  typical  of  heaven,  repre- 
sented in  engraving  by  horizontal  lines;  bend,  one  of  the  honorable 
ordinaries  and  simplest  heraldic  bearings  or  emblems  containing  a 
third  part  of  the  field  of  the  shield  and  made  by  two  diagonal  lines 
drawn  from  the  dexter  chief  to  the  sinister  base  point;  garbs, 
sheaves  of  grain  signifying  plenty,  community,  and  friendship,  and 
typical  of  the  resurrection.  The  Roman  sword  and  stylus  in  saltier 
(St.  Andrew's  Cross)  upon  wreath,  signify  employment,  success, 
suffering,  and  renown  in  war  and  letters.  The  mural  crown  was 
given  by  the  Romans  to  him  who  first  mounted  the  Avail  of  a  be- 
sieged town  or  city  and  planted  the  standard  of  the  army  thereon, 
and  the  greyhound's  head  signifies  swiftness  in  the  assault.  r41je 
mural  crown  is  also  an  emblem  of  honorable  and  distinguished  serv- 
ice in  municipal  government.  The  motto  "  Fortiter  Ubique''''  is 
translated  "with  fortitude  on  all  occasions"  or  "bravely  and  faith- 
fully everywhere." 

A.  Although  this  is  a  private  publication,  made  to  perpetuate  a 
knowledge  of  the  ancestry  of  one  person,  all  who  are  directly  or  indi- 
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rectly  connected  with  the  same  genealogical  line  are  at  liberty  to 
make  use  of  any  part  of  it.

Foi  seven  years  they  occu- 
pied the  house  on  Sanford  avenue 
which  Is  just  east  of  their  present 
home,  where  he  has  lived  for  nearly 
forty  years. 

Activities   Were   Varied 

From  the  day  he  arrived  in  Flush- 
ing until  his  advancing  age  furred 
him  to  forego  many  of  his  former 
activities,  Dr.  Clark  'had  taken  a 
lively  interest  in  the  civic,  religious 
and  business  life  of  Flushing.

Clark's  Death  Comes  As  Shock 
To  Leaders  In  Many  Fields 


Queens  today  mourned  the  death 
of  John  Holley  Clark  of  Flushing 
one  of  the  borough's  outstanding 
citizens  whose  diversified  work  was 
en  led   last  night  by  death. 

Representatives  of  all  religious 
creeds  and  persons  in  all  walks  of 
life  expressed  bereavement  at  his 
[passing. 

County  Judge  Charles  S.  Colden, 
a  life-long  friend  of  the  Flushing 
High  School  prjncipjij;£m£piliisi  was 
shoiikcci-  when  "informed  of  Dr. 
Clark's  death  at  his  chambers  in 
County  Court  today.  lie  was  left 
m  ..'iientnrily  speechless  by  the 
liagic  news. 

"Dr.  Clark  was  my  friend,  my 
lea  her  and  high  school  principal," 
i  ■  said  later.  "As  such  I  had  known 
him  nearly  two  score  years.  He  was 
always  kind,  just  ami  fair  to  all 
who    knew    him. 

Great   Loss  To   Community. 

"He  made  invaluable  contribu- 
tions to  leh  educational,  religious, 
civic  and  social  life  of  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  had  lived  so 
lone.  All  of  us  who  knew  him  have 
losl  ft  kind  and  generous  friend, 
and  the  community  has  suffered  an 
ii  reparable    loss." 

Monsignor  John  J.  Clarke,  pastor 
of  St.  Michael's  Church,  Flushing, 
and  dean  of  the  North  Queens 
Catholic  hierarchy,  was  equally 
mo*  i  d. 

"We  regret  the  passing  of  one  of 
Flushing's  notable  educators  and 
best  citizens,"  he  said.  "We  feel  that 
his  death  is  not  only  a  loss  to  the 
community  but  to  the  City  of  New 
York    as    a    whole."
